Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
identified that the subject matter of amended independent claims 1 and 39 were allowable over the prior art. In 
particular, the examiner agreed with applicant's arguments that the prior art did not suggest or teach the use of security 
associations as recited in these claims. However, in the updated search, the subject matter of the other independent 
claims did not appear to define patentable subject matter. Self-governance procedures by client-side trusted modules 
were suggested by several of the found references. Attorney Walsh suggested an amendment to the other 
independent claims to incorporate this feature. An agreement was reached to enter such an amendment..
